thousand dollars, fifteen dollars; for travel performed in mak-
ing such sale, to be computed from the ecourthouse, ten cents per
mile going and returning, besides the cost of publishing any ad-
vertisement of sale. For drawing and exeeuting and acknowl-
edging a deed upon a sale made by his predecessor in office, three
dollars. When any such sale is made by a referee or any other
